The units establish a fortified poaition of varying effectiveneaa aoMWhare in the village. 
Oaually, although not alMys, this teas poaition U located in tha village vat. taraly, if ever, 
is the VK security elewnt loeatad outside the village cenfinea; it la either in the canter of 
the village surrounded by village houaes. or it ia located on one edge of the village with houaes 
t«> ana aide and open fielda or rUe paddiea to the other.

In addition to their ai*ned presence in the village the prinary VK defensive neaaure is 
conduct of amed patrols. Patrols aeon to range in else fron three to 10 men, depending on 
the else of the taan and the local threat anvironnent, and are supposed to occur daily; night 
patrols are probably nueh lass frequent, although they do occur. PatroU aay rai^e throughout 
the village in idiich the teas is located, into the nearby fielda, and occasionally into nearby 
hill areas. Patrols nay involve setting aabuah positions aa well as amed ■ouinsnL through aa 
area. When intelligence inforwstion (collected by the VK eleaant or passed to it fron another 
friendly force) i dieates the likely presence of arwd insurgents, eettii« of nitf^iithei on trail 
ontranees and asita fron the village— and night patrola—are nuch nore likely. For esaa^le, 
field observations determined that tha VK naabers of JSTs in Target Area lU, itephoe Uhan Sal, 
Owngwat Burl Ran, conduct short patrola both day and night. Ibase natrela go throi^h the vil- 
lage in idtich the VK ere stationed, and into nearby areaa aa oall.^ Ihe VK unit atationad at 
Ben Bong Fhak Thiaa. Aa^hoe Fhanoa Nikhon, Changwat Sakon Nakhon, alao ebaarvod in tha field, 
conducta day and night pLtrola, and ransea out aeveral kiloMtara fran Iba village whan iaforv 
tion indicatea the possible preaence of armed inaurgenta

VK village aacurity unite may be ordered by higher echelona to raspeod to a reported CT 
sighting, or to an incident or clash betmsen CTs and friendly forces. The only reaction force 
in Amphoe Sevang Daen Din, Sakon Ra>Jion, for asaaple, which ia directly reaponsiva to tha nai 
awphoe, ia conpoaed of aeven VK with mobility in the form of a truck. Hhen the PAT at Ben 
Bhan ft Ha in that eaphoe came under insurgent attack in August 1967, these VK, plus another 
nearby PAT, formed the only BTC reaction force to reach the beleagured team before daybreak, 
even though they arrived several hours after the insurgents had broken contact and disappeared 
into the forest.** Vhen the echoolteacher in Ban Kho Hoi, Kii« itephoe But Bek, Bakon Hakhon, 
fought off many armed inaurgenta by himself, it was e local VK unit which the aaphoe diapatehad 
to hie aid, and «4iieh, in fact, reached the village i^ile the fight waa still imderway.* 



Another function of tha VK elements aasignr^ to village seeurity poaitlons ia to aolloct 
nformstion about the inaurgenta in their area vf operationa. tittle deta ara available to 
judge the effectiveness of VK information collection activities, but aaphoe and ehangwat

<U) All VSO SMiibars, including phuyalbans » havo . racaivad 3 weeks (145 hours) of training, 
the first 2 weeks of which are at the PP Chaiya Training Center in Udon. and the third week in 
the anphoe froB which they were recruited. Phuyaibans received an additional week (39 hours) 
of specU^ leadership training prior to the nain course conducted St the Chai>a Training Canter. 
Table 11 presents infomstion on the subjects taught to phuyaibans during the special leader- 
ship course while Table 12 lists the subjects taught to all VSOs.* Instructors ware fumUhed 
by the PP and UOIA. 

(U) Samm VSO tmbers received a ahort parlod of in-service training in April 1967. This train- 
ing was conducted by personnel fron DOLA, fP. and BPP. Subjects taught ware: countaraaibttsh snd 
counter-raid techniques, withdrawal under fire, practical firii«, and political trainiE«. Ilia 
USAF 56th Air Cooo^ndo Vlng in Nakhon Fhanon provided aerial support and instruction on rocf iv- 
ing air drops and narking drop sonaf.. 

(ID lha joint Thai/US evsluatioo found that VSO aer' -rs wanted nore training in first nid, 
weapons repair, patrolling, end infotastion collectior. This joint ovaluation also found that 
Bomm of the subjects taught were too conplic^ J for the VSO nanbers. Iliara wna an iaabilitj 
to convey knowledge during the training owing to instructor unpreparodnass, lack of handout 
Mterlals, and illiteracy on the part of aosw VSO nenbers. In addition, sobb of tha instruetora 
could not apaak the local dialect. ^ -

(0) Each VSO m n wttr ia issued a 12.gaugc pimp ahotgun and 25 rounds of asMnitiaa. Iha V9D 
gvaluation found that there was sons dissatisfaction asvng VSO personnel with the ahotgun as a 
weapon of issue. Those interviewed tended to feel the shotgun did not have sufficient range and 
United their effectiveness. The cartlne was generally preferred. Conplaints were also axpreasad 
about the quality and anoint of ansnmition provided. Evaluation taans also found that sany of 
the weapons were in need of repair and that there was a shortage of aquipBent.** There appears 
to be no fixed regulation governing ai«s repair and naintenance for the VSO organisation. 

(0) Rations have also been raised in the triS Mission about tha adaq^acy of VSO weapons, aa* 
pacially in view of the fact that tha VSO are deployed in aoeurity-sansitiva araas (as oppoaad 
to tha original deploynent concept irtiich called for plaeif^ VSO slsnsnn in non*thraatanad 
graaa).

Often ttveral CA 
vllUget are grouped cloae to one another, and they use one Joint niettenger to carry all 
d«llv reportt to the amphof supervisor. The cadr«^s receive an extra allowance to cover the 
co«t§ of the neasenger, vtth the ataount dependent on the actual costs involved In aany 
cases the messengers are relatives of the CA cadre. 

Initial Actlfm». I^en he retumt from CA training, the cadre's first Job is collection 
V bf census inf or^nat ion on the village irtiere he is, of ourte, already knoim to all of the 

villagers. In nioit cases the villagers see the CA msn not at a government official, but as 
their representative vis-a-vis the govemrtent regarding village dev*lop*sent .* In relation- 
ship! VI th the goverr«ent. he comes "frooi the people" and not "from the government." This 
is the reason %#hy he hat no lieapon. no uniform, and no official status. In sm caset the 
villsRers mav be told that the government has tasked the CA cadre to cf llect census infor- 
mation and vilUgrr atplratlont to that better, more accurate, and more timely decisions on 
government development programs can be Mde. The cadre, in other vordt, forms a link be- 
tween the villager and his government for expression by the villager of his wants and desires. 

f\j)f9( The CA cadre collects information on each family in the village, including sice of the 
V family, number of children, ages, sexes, and occupation. Based on this information, he pre- 
pares a detailed fnap nf his vtUage. fhnvi„g the location ©; everv houte, ^lus streams roads 
and other distinctive features. Each house is *lven a number, and all re-iorts indicate 
far.ily information by this number desirnation. Thit census information is updated periodi- 
cally by the village cadre. 

( O) Inffrmation CeUectirr^ on Subversive Actlvftv. following initial development of census 

information, the village cadre begins to develop his sources of information on subversive 
activity and identity, while continuing to collect information on individual vilUfter*s 
aspirations, wants, needs, desires, and grievances. The cadres u«e the interview and elici- 
tation techniques they were taught during training. Further discussion of the content of 
aspirations and grievances collected by the program to date is presented below; this recticn 
concentrates on information collected about the insurgency and the subversive infrastructure 
m the vi i lage .

To a great extent this seems to depend on th*? prevlou. revortlng recrd of the vil- 
lage cadre and the faith %#hlch the center chief Is prepared to place In his report. The chief 
My .wrlfy vhe report himself, by interviewing the village cadre at length, or even by actually 
viaitlng th« rrca of the reported Incident. More frequently, a field investigation cadre from 
the PSC would be sent to Investigate the report and prepare an independent evaluation. 7t»e 
Mphoe CA auperviaur night be aaked to participate In the verification, but this reportedly 
•eldom occurs.

Another grUvance category deals with misbehavior by villagers themselves. Some wealthy 
agers were reported to "act like officials" and take advantage of others in the village. 
In another case, a villager w-s reported to be taking land that was not rightfully his. Some 
v;ilagers frtwt a nelghhorlng village were prohibiting local villagers f-oi.: cutting lumber In 
a nearby area, but were doing so themselves. 



A good nur.ber of the r«»prrts cite the acllvltli-^ of thieves In stesllng chickens, cattle. 
6t other livestock. Other reports deal with the villagers* desire for protection from 
local Insurgents.

The 
facility in Khon Keen U staffed by one US technician, four Thai contract ttchnirians. and four 
police technicians. Ihe Korat faciUty has one US tcchnlcUn, five Thai contr.*ct technicians, 
and three police technicians. Ihe technicians at these facilities find it nacessary to travel 
extensively because the kamnans oft.»n do not send their inoparable radios into the rapAlr center. 

<U) Spare parts and test equipment are stored at the regional repair shons and a. a s^.ficient 
for f ost repair ncrk. Radios nhich cannot be repairad at tha regional impair sh >p are *ent to 
Ban^ok. When a radio needs repairing the kamnan sends it to tha nai s^hoe, ¥..o, in turn, sends 
it to the regional repair center. 

(U) Installation of VRS radios has proved troublesome and time consuming During 1966 ^Sa 
project received helicopter support from the I'SAF for installation of radios in remote tarn- 
oons. This USAF support ceased in January 1967; limited RTAF H.34 support was received for 
VRS installation until July 1967. when problems of funding the RTAF for per diem and POL 
costs forced an end of this support. As ot March 1968 this prc.ile« still remained unsolved, 
and no air support was being received from any source for VRS lnstsllatior«. All installa- 
tions are being made using ground transportation (vehicles, oxcartfc. bicycles), boats, or 
walking, as appropriate. / /. .

Authorities in the area, especially the governor and nal amphoes, then propose 
to OOU the tambons in i^ich VSF units shield be formed; the>e recr«r>endations are then ap- 
proved or rejected by DOU. Tambon selection critetia are supposed to follow the standards 
aet forth in the CSOC Concept and Plan No. 110.* 

Method of Selection 

a) In the tambons selicted for VSF for^tion, phuvalbans and kanmans rwlih the advice of the 
village council) are ro solicit applications from volunterra and select candidates I'.r- e^vh 
village. Two or three alternates are also to be named. The men selected will undergo an ini- 
tial security check bv the tambon control team, followed by an amphoe-ievel securitv check and 
a physical examination. Candidates ellrrlnated bv these prtxedures are to be replaced bv a 
designated alternate.* 

Selection Criteria

Legal Status 

(U) Local Administration Act No. 4 fcrms the legal basis for creation and operation of the 
VSr. As in the VSO. VSF members are to be des United .isslitant phuvalbans, with connensurate 
status and authority. Except for thos*. cases set forth in the statute. VSF members will be 
•ubject to RTG clvfl Jurisdlct'on in the same maonor ,is rtber citlrens of Thailand. 

(U) Oie of the primary V?F missions is to protect the village population, its leaders, and 
any visiting government officials f'-on Insurient action. In accordance with existing legist 
tlon. when pursuing this mission they will have the power to apprehend and detain suspected 
individuals until investigation can be underi.iken bv the follce.

I. Undaratanding aubvartivt operationa and tactics. 

t. Villaga protection techniques (weapona. tactics, individual akilla). 

3. Xnforvation collection and reporting. 

4. tolltieal, vetivational, an^ ideological training. 

5. Organisation and stiMlatlon o: village self-help projects. 

6. Skills of iiMdUte uae in cor.iucting village development projects.^ 

Each training course is to be cimcluded with a 2-week field exercise in which each VSF tean 
will practice what It has learned, under :hc s-oervision of VSF instructors.

(U) In tho«e cases %#here the nere«sarv cmnodltles and tervices cannot be fuml«hed bv othft* 
?TG aj^i "Kies* -whether because they cannot match the re-'jut'ed technical scip*-, financial capa- 
bilit>» or tlmelrane of the VSF pro^ect--the items may be procured at tambon, amphoe , or chan<- 
wat level, according to their availability. The VSF budget contains an •llo<?ation of 
13,000,000 to purchase commodities which cannot be furnished by other MTC agencies.* This 
avoids problems ot timing, transpv^rt, and warehousing connected with procurement from Bingkck; 
1*. also siiffulates business in the local areaa. Funds are made available to the naiad anphv-H* 
for VSF in the same manner as such funds are made available to CD .officials .-.t the lowest ad% 
tnlnlstratlve levels. Distribution of carmodlties to the VSF vllld<rs i.s usually made by 
truck, one of which Is provided (by t'SOH) to each VSF amphoe. 



ACTIVITIES 

<V) Activities of VSF units and members in their villages may be divided Into three basic 
categories: vlUa;;e protection. Intelligence and psychological operations, and village devel- 
opment. Throughout the entire range of their activities, one of the primary objectives of the 
VSf members will be to elicit a positive cormltment from the villagers toward their govern- 
ment and its institutions.* 

Village Protection 

(U) The VSF units are to provide protection to their village on a ?^-h<7ur per day hasls. 
TTiey will combat insurgent assassination and intimidation teams and snail anred subversive 
bands which the unit Is capable of handling with itfl own weapons, toi^en faced with large Insur- 
gent bands in excels of t^eir d»-fen«iive capabilities, VSF unite are--.»s nuch as posslble--to 
evade combat and call for ninl orcement s . They will, of course, defer 1 themselves to the riwixl- 
mum extent %/hen attaciu'd, W-ile requesting assistance from RTC re;jctl.^ units outside their 
village (including tambon and amphoe police, VDC, and changwat-based police or military units)*. 

fU) Each v'SF uilt is to develop and carry out a defense plan for its village. TTils will In- . 
etude patrols within the vlll.^ge and in the contiguous irea on tfr r»rl'-.eter; establishfrient 
of sentries and llstenini( posts; establishment of hidden waminfc sIktisIs; and plans for de- 
fense of th^ village radio, te;>m %feapons (and my vl llpger- "iwned weapons), and of other sup- 
plies of value to the Insuritenis, such as food and ?tedicine.

^UTi Vll!>iRe Security Officers (VSO) . In two of the 10 priority VSF amphoes there are trained 
VSO ^mhors: banon Nlwat, Changwat iakon Nanhon.and Kuchinaral, Changwat Kalasln. There are 
100 VSOs In the iormer amphoe and 93 in the latter. In some cases they are in a reserve role 
in their home villages; in other cases tliey are serving on active duty tonrwhere in their home 
tambrm in a village protection role. 

(U) When VSF impl*«iirntat ion begins in these two amphoei (and lat*r in the prograis in other 
VSO areas), many rf these men will be ret-ained and re*equlpped at members of the VSF; those 
not so selected will be "dcmnbi tized ." In sum, the VSO program will be absorbed into the VSF 
program as the latter effort reaches the original VSO tambona. Ho additional VSO nrmbars are 
being trained and no new units formed. 

fOf People's Assistance Teams (PATs ) . There are operational PATs In four of the 10 priority 
^F amphoes: Phanna Nlkhotn, ?1uang» and Kut Bak of Sakon NakMon; ar 1 Kul Bu-i of Prachuap 
Khlrl Khan. The status of these trams when VSF becom,^* operational In the*e areas in late 
I96fl has wox vet been decided. The same staterr.ent applies to PATs in other amphoes which may 
receive VSf teams tn 1969 or la^er vears. Ttie PATs may be used to provide armed support t^ 
the vina(;e-U'vcl VSF; they c^ i as!»ist the VSF in their development activities cr provide on- 
the-job tralnlnt; to local VjF elements. TT-.ls support could be provided to the .,.»veral VSF 
teims In a tarbon by one or two PATsi t^lch would move between these villages providing assis* 
tance to the static VSF team located there. Wnlle villagers are at the VSF training centers, 
PATs could be used to provide security to the area, pending the ret-im of the VSF units. 

(U) During 19(»A it is not anticipated that any additional PAT units will be formed. The 
costs associated with the existing nrogr.-**?* durtn« .^68 will be borne by the VSF project; 
PULA is supposed to decide by June 1963 about the ultimate disposition of existing PATs. 

fl') P TdtT Patrol Polite <;HPP) . Support to the VSF teams from nearty BPP elements may take 
a variotv cf forms. Althnugh none of the priority VSF amphoes is located along the borders of 
the country, .ind thus no 9PP Hr.f ^lUt-n-ns are prcse'^t , Mobile Reserve Platoons (MRPs) may be 
u^ed oT» occasion In these VSF are.is. These MRPs would provide arned support to the local' VSF 
te.ir^s, patrol throneh the .irt»a . .%nd lUo provide medi«.- il as 'stance to residents of VSF vll- 
lai»es. Sore BPP support cnuld dl<o he provided to VSF development activities, including as- 
•ilst^nct ' i con-itruc t Ion and physical Improvement pro'erts 

(U) Anphoe dno Changwat Provincial Polire (PP) and Special Action Forces (SAF) . VSF teams 
r«'Celve siipport fr(»m rvftular PP elements at amph'ie level and above. Policemen mav pair* 1 
through VSF ar«'j» and respond to calls for assistance from VSF units. Ihe police fulfill a 
r-^le in issu.inrc. control and repair of VSF %M*apons, and repair of VSK radios (plus replace- 
ment of unusahl* sets). They participate In the security and background screening of VSF mem- 
bers and exercise a rra^or voice In the selection of merrbcrs. TNPD members assist in training 
VSF -enbers bv f\:rr^l-5^)lng instructors and technical advice.

yt) At can be seen in Table Al, paramilitary units are on active duty in 9 of the IS North*- 
4aet chanKvsts shoim in Fig. Al. In addition to those deployed In the six changwata dee* 
cribed in detail in this appendix, there are active-duty VDC deployed in Loel» Burl Kaa and 
Korat. It was impossible, hoi#ever, to eccurately detennine the nusiber and location oif thoae 
VDC serviHR in Loel. In Burl Re 3 and Korat, there ere only 170 VDC on active duty. They 
support operations in 0910 Plan Target Areas llA and llB and their locatlona and atrengthax 
are given in App C, tables C13 and C14. 

(V) VK personnel servlnR In 091C Plan Joint Security Teams and village protection units 
are listed togeth?r. In addition to these, there other VDT on active duty, usually at 
the amphoe level, assigned to reinforcement elements or security and intelllgerce duty. 
These are indicated in the "Remarka" aectic^. of the tables in Anp D. CA tomb on locatlona 
are not given because of their sensitivity nor are the locatlona of VRS radloa as nearly 
every tambon in the changwats listed here has st least one radio. Details of VRS locations 
are given fn App E, 

(U) Figures A2 through A7 «/ere derived froia the joint publication of DOLA, the National 
Statistical Office, and titled Ampho*. Tambon Statistical Dlrectnry of 14 ARD Changysts . 

updated by the Inclusion of king arphoes an.l tambons created aubsequent to the Directory's 
publication. The National Statistical Office code has been given for each tambon in which 
paramilitary forces are located to facilitate obaining other Information on the tambon such 
aa that found in the Amphoe-Tambon Directory, end in the other volisnes in thirt series. The 
code consists of 6 digits; the first two indicate the changwat, the aecond two indicate the 
amphce, and the last two indicate the tambcn. 

(V) It should be noted that paranilitary organizations an, hy tliOir nature, extremely flexJ* 
ble»*imlt strengths are likely to be affected by sickness, deatl; 'st simple absense; locatlona 
may be changed at the discretion pf a nai ariphoe or governor. Thus, while the information 
presented represents the best obtainable frdm official aources sjpplemented by field checks 
in many areas, the authors cannot guarantee that a vialtor to a particular tambon will find 
there the exact ninber of personnel listed.
